CORNS AND THEIR CAUSE. 



OhmevvntioHH at n ihiropottlot o 
Prevailina Affliction. 




A c hiropodist says: "One of the most 
popular com piasters is made in Balti- 
more, hut not lone, afO the manufacturer 
brought bis wife over to BM to bi 
for corns. I asked him why he did not 
try to curt- her himself. He told me that 
his plasters were very good tilings to sell 
to druggets, but that they did not seem 
to benefit his wife in the slightest. It is 
my experience that at least SO per cent 
of the people suffer more or less from 
corns. Washington is one of the worst 
cities in tbe country in this line. It is on 
account of tbe asphalt streets, 1 think. 
At any rate, people who come from other 
cities often develop some form of foot 
trouble after they have been here a 
while." 

"Who arc your bust customers ♦" 
"Women always. They will persist in 
wearing high heels and shoes that are too 
short for them. Xow, a short shoe is 
much worse than a shoe that is too nar 
row, for, as tbe average person is not 
blessed with high insteps, the toea aTe 
forced down against the end of the shoe 
and either corns or deformities of the 
joints result. In ray opinion, Southern 
people have the best feet. The reason 
Of it is that they are great horseback 
riders. Holding one's feet in tbe stirrups 
results In making high insteps, and nigh 
insteps prevent the feet from being forced 
down into the ends of the shoes. It is 
true that Southern women like to wear 
gh heels and tight shoes, hut the effect 
not nearly as bad on them as it ia on 
Northern women with their flatter in- 
eps. 

"Yes. bicycle riding is just about as 
good for the feet as is horseback riding. 
The foot gets freer play than it does in 
walking, and if the shoes are well made 
and properly fitting it has a tendency to 
make tbe feet arched and graceful. I 
mly believe that the fact that so many 
all children are now riding the wheel 
certain lo result in better shaped and 
healthier feet in thu coming generation, 
etits really ought to pay more attcn- 
i to the condition of their children's 
t. They ought to take more care
